WATER STORAGE RIGHTS 
AT KANANASKIS 


EDMONTON — Permission was 
granted by the government to the 
Calgary Power Company to store 
water in Upper Kananskis lake, sub- 
ject to roguiation under the Water 
Resources Act. 

The area of the jake is about two 
and a half square miles, and on 
basis of the present proposal storage 
Would be provided for some 42,000, 
acre feet of water. 

Plans contemplate construction of 
a dam 750 feet long and 38 feet 
high, at an estimated cost of $35,000 
stated Hon, Vernor Smith, in intro- 
due'ng the question. 

The government wily have a check 
on construction costs, and the pro- 
ject can later be taken over by the 
province at a stated valuation [f this 
course is decided on.

OPERATIONS 


“A Bill respecting oil and gas 
wells” has been passed in the Alberta 
legi#lature, in which is inconporated 
regulations as applied under the 
federal act, some of the meadures 
as discussed by the federal and pro- 
vincial ropresentatives with the dele- 
gation from the Alberta Oil and Gas 
association some time ago, and alo 
includes sections interjected calculat- 
ed to mee; the situations which have 
developed more recently. 

In giving publicity to this measure 
the Oil Examiner says that the pur- 
pose of the bill as officially summar- 
ized is: ‘This bill enables the lieuten 
ant governor in council to make rules 
and regulations with respect to oti 
and gas wells. Among other th'ngs, 
the regulations may provide for the 
conduct of drilling operations, the lo- 
cation of wells, the management and 
control of all wells bein drilled, the 
management and conduc; of all pro- 
ducing wells, the control of the pro- 
duction from any producing wells 
and other matters wth a view to 
the conservation of oiy and gas re- 
sources.”’ 

Section 2 of the bill says it applies 
to all oil and gas wells, whether 
dr‘lled before or after the coming in- 
to force of this act, notw'thstanding 
the terms of any lease or grant from 
the crown in the right of Canada, or 
from any: other person to the con- 
trary. 

Section 2 specifies the following 
points, among others, on which the 
regulations may be applied: 

Forbidd ng any person to drill any 
well unless licensed by the minister 
of jands and mines; 

Forbidding drilling 
with n a prescribed distance
